Jlr.  ChairiTian,  I-ltdean  and  Gentlenien, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annunl  Rex^ort  on  tlie  state  of  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  19^2, 

In  the  vital  statistics  there  is  perhaps  little  call  for  cohinent  except  to 
note  the  continuiiig  natural  increase  of  the  popiiLation  and  the  absence  of  any 
niaternal  aeaths.  The  ni.imber  of  notified  cases  of  infectious  disease  remains 
very  lo\.''  but  tnere  "v/as  a considerable  amount  of  Geri.ian  measles  which  does  not 
require  notification. 

The  increased  availability  of  the  Sabin  i^oliomyelitis  vaccine  for  oral  use 

has  been  helpful  in  sustaining'  the  degree  of  protection  'we  can  now  offer  to  the 

public  against  this  disease  and  it  is  estimated  that  ap>xorojm.mately  of* 

children  up  to  20  years  of  age  aaid  63,3^  of  those  between  the  ages  of  20  and  30 

years  are  adequately  safeguarded.  To  achieve  and  maintaiii  this  level  of 
iainunity  deserves  very  sincere  I'ecognition  of  the  helpful  and  continuing  efforts 
by  aj-l  those  caicemed  vaith  the  scheme  anrd  of  the  public  "vdio  now  regard  the 
proceaures  as  essential  if  this  preventable  disease  is  to  be  kept  in  abeyance. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  a ccntin'uing  demand  for  vaccination  agaiirst 
sniallpox  OYong  to  tlie  appearance  of  the  disease  in  parts  of  the  country.  At  tire 
moment  it  is  against  smallpox  that  the  district's  immunity  level  is  at  its  lov/est 
and  tne  need  for  vaccination  at  about  one  year  of  age  and  again  at  the  commencement 
of  school  life  should  become  a routine  Irabit  for  pai'ents  to  adopt  rather  than  the 
sudden  deiiiand  for  protection,  which  manifested  itself  in  January  in  coirr.on  with 
most  ai’eas  in  the  County, 

I am  indebted  to  the  hfenagers  of  our  tv/o  v/ater  undertakings  for  their 
amlyses  which  appear  later  in  the  report  and  show  a consistent  standard  of  purity 
which  one  expects  from  the  modern  methods  of  sedimentation,  filtration  and 
chlorination. 

In  conclusion  may  I tlranlc  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and  Chief  Officers  for  tlieir 
..elp  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems  and  the  general  practitioners  for 
their  co-operation  at  all  times,

Mention  'u'as  made  in  my  previous  report  as  to  the  need  for  as  high  a percentage 
as  Dossihle  cl'  va.ee ino.tions  in  infancy,  and  tijis  hec.arre  apparent  once  a- ain  at  u e 
heginning  of  the  yeoir  viren  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  uiroughout  the  Ccu.itry  as  a 
result  of  caitact  v.dth  persons  suffering  from  tliis  diseo.se,  rhere  u.'as  a loua 
clai.'.our  from  the  geneiv.1  public  to  be  vacciLiated  and  it  was  not  possible  to  meet 
this  unprecedented  demand  ov.ing  to  the  siiortage  of  supplies  ol'  vaccine  Ljirph 
tiroughout  the  Country,  but  we  v/ere’  able  to  ccEiitinue  the  offer  01  vaccination  to 
children  under  school  leaving  og;e.

J.’Ir,  Chainnazi,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  /umvial  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  the  yeax  1962, 

I am  happy  to  say  that  the  Public  Health  Office  has  had  no  staffing 
problems  diiring  the  year. 

Unfortunately,  as  ims  the  case  last  year,  the  public  cleansing  side  of 
the  staff  situation  has  not  been  so  good  and  as  a result  the  year’s  record  ms 
not  up  to  the  standard  set  in  1 9^1 . Each  round  ccntinues  to  grow  by  the 
addition  of  new  houses  and  the  question  of  additional  vehicles  or  possibly  a 
change  to  the  paper  sa.ck  system  of  collection  must  be  considered  within  the 
next  year  or  two  if  the  standard  of  service  is  to  be  maintained. 

The  state  of  youx  district  as  regards  food  hygiene  I am  happy  to  report 
is  generally  satisfa-ctory  and  the" -Department  does,  I believe,  give  valuable 
advisory  assistance  to  traders  whose  hygiene  problems  gro'/i'  as  the  volijmn  of 
business  seems  to  grow. 


With  regard  to  unfit  homes,  in  my  letter  last  year  I referred  to  the  need 
for  new  legislation  and  at  the  . end  of  tlie  year  a circifLax  dealing  v/ith 
Inprovement  Grants  indicated  that  such  legislation  would  be  brought  in  if  there 
was  not  a general  increase  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grants  made  and  local 
authoriticB  v/ere  encouraged  in  every  my  to  roake  grants. 

I wish  to  thank  lir.  Head  and  l\xs,  Callnan  for  tlieir  vaius-ble  help  and 
co-operation  dioring  the  year.

Private  houses  are  treated,  without  charge  except  where  there 
p evidence  of  ne.^^-ect  which  has  encoui'aged  or  aggravated  the  infestation.  There 
ie  seven  charges  made  during  iie  year,  including  business  premises.  The  charge 
P^bc.sec.  on  a figure  of  10/-  per  hour  for  labour,  transjport  and  mater.Lals,  plus 
1 15%  adi'.inistration  cliarge.
